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INTRODUCTION 


This publication consists of two parts, Part A relating to the Central Office of the 
Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics, and Part B to the State Offices. Part A 
is divided into I, a Catalogue of Principal Publications (pages 3 to 13); II, a List of 
Publications (pages 17 to 30); and III, a Subject Index (pages 33 to 44). A catalogue or index 
is not provided for the State publications. 


The publication relates only to current and recent issues of Bureau publications. For 
a list of the principal statistical publications issued by the Central Office of the Bureau since 
its inauguration, see Statistical and other official publications of Australia, page 1028 of 
Commonwealth Official Year Book No. 57, 1971. Central Office publications issued during 
each month are listed inside the back cover of the Digest of Current Economic Statistics 
and on the back cover of the Monthly Review of Business Statistics; similar arrangements 
exist in corresponding publications for State Office issues. A monthly statement of 
publications issued by the Central Office and State Offices is available free of charge on 
application to the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra.

GENERAL PUBLICATIONS 


OFFICIAL YEAR BOOK OF THE COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA (1.1) 


The principal general reference work of the Bureau’s Central Office. Provides a compre- 
hensive and fairly detailed statistical review of all aspects of the economy and social 
conditions of Australia for which official statistics are available. Statistical material, illustrated 
by graphs, maps and photographs, is presented in chapters dealing specifically with: popu- 
lation; vital statistics; housing and building; labour, wages and prices; overseas transactions; 
transport, communication and travel; welfare services; public health; law, order and public 
safety; national accounts; private finance; public finance; local government; education, 
cultural activities and research; employment and unemployment; manufacturing industry; 
tural industry; water conservation and irrigation; forestry; fisheries; mineral industry; 
electric power and generation; the Territories of Australia. Contains also descriptive matter 
dealing with Australia’s history, geography, physiography, climate and meteorology, defence 
services, and international relations. Among items included in the current issue (No. 57, 
1971) are the complete text of the Constitution of the Commonwealth, a diary of principal 
economic events for the year 1970-71, a chronological table of chief events, 1955 to 1971, 
and a statistical summary of selected iterns and years over the period 1901 to 1971. New or 
revised material in this issue includes: details of a new wholesale price index relating to 
materials used in house building; a new average weekly earnings series; some statistics on 
drug offences; results of a survey of labour force experience; statistics from the 1968-69 
censuses of manufacturing industry, mining, wholesale and retail trade; the Appendix 
contains preliminary field count totals from the 1971 Census of Population and Housing; 
results of a survey concerning journey to work or school. 


POCKET COMPENDIUM OF AUSTRALIAN STATISTICS (J.2) 


A pocket year book, emulating the Year Book in comprehensiveness without the detail. 
Concentrates on ‘basic’ statistics, its aim being to provide something in all statistical fields, 
so that the inquirer can obtain an idea of the order of magnitude or relative importance of 
a subject. Contains the names of current holders of vice-regal positions, members of the 
Commonwealth Parliament, the Commonwealth Ministry; a chronological table of events 

, Of historical importance from 1770; and lists of Bureau publications, postal rates and public 
holidays. 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF AUSTRALIAN STATISTICS (/.3) 

A comprehensive quarterly publication intended primarily for the issue of annual and 
other cumulative series, it contains a wide range of economic and social statistics, differing 
in respect of the latter from the Monthly Review of Business Statistics, which is restricted 
mainly to economic indicators. It is the earliest general publication in which a number of 
Series appear, and is therefore a handy reference for the latest statistics available in a wide 
variety of fields. 


MONTHLY REVIEW OF BUSINESS STATISTICS (J.4) 

Contains a comprehensive range of monthly and quarterly economic series, including 
seasonally adjusted series, covering employment, internal and overseas trade, prices and 
wages, building and production, transport and communication, national accounts, balance 
of payments, and finance, showing figures for up to ten years and twenty-six months. 
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DIGEST OF CURRENT ECONOMIC STATISTICS (/.5) 


Contains ninety-seven selected monthly or quarterly economic indicators, each series or 
group being also represented graphically. Provides an up-to-date review of the most recent 
statistics available, and generally appears during the last week of each month with figures 
up to the previous month. Contains a selection of seasonally adjusted series with graphs. 


SEASONALLY ADJUSTED INDICATORS (1.10) 


Contains original and seasonally adjusted data in tabular and graphical form for selected 
series of statistical indicators of Australian economic activity. The seasonal adjustment of 
these series is intended to serve as an aid in statistical interpretation and analysis, Later 
figures in the series, and other series being seasonally adjusted, are published in the 
Monthly Review of Business Statistics, the Digest of Current Economic Statistics, and in other 
monthly and quarterly publications of the Bureau. The purposes of the publication are to 
provide a comprehensive long-term series of both original and seasonally adjusted data and 
to give a detailed description of the methods of adjustment used. The bulletin is issued 
annually, following annual re-analyses of the series. 


NORTHERN TERRITORY STATISTICAL SUMMARY (1.6) 


Annual publication in which are assembled all available official statistics for the Northern 
Territory. Contains also a chronological table of events, a list of representatives and officials 
and a list of ordinances and regulations promulgated during latest year. 


AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY STATISTICAL SUMMARY (1.7) 


Similar in purpose and design to the preceding publication; features a long-term table, 
wherever practicable, in each statistical field. Contains a chronological table of events and 
a list of ordinances and regulations promulgated during latest year. 


ANNUAL BULLETINS OR REPORTS 


DEMOGRAPHY (4.9) 


Annual detailed bulletin of statistics on population, overseas arrivals and departures, 
marriages, divorces, births, deaths (but see also Causes of Death), population and vital 
statistics of the External Territories, and Australian Life Tables. Information is shown for 
each sex; for each State and Territory; and for varying runs of years; but not all information 
is presented in this detail—in more complex tables cross-classification is limited to Australia 
as a whole for the most recent year.* Contains a Statistical Summary with a series of long- 
term tables extending back to 1901, also several graphs on major features. 


CAUSES OF DEATH (4.7) 


Annual detailed bulletin showing causes of death classified according to the International 
Classification of Diseases of the World Health Organization. Information by the detailed 
list of the ICD is shown by sex and age-group (both numbers and rates) and State or Territory 
of registration. An abbreviated list of the ICD is used to show information by sex, age-group, 
State or Territory of registration, and month of registration. Separate tables are devoted 
to infant mortality and age-specific death rates. This bulletin rather than Demography should 
be referred to for information on causes, although Demography contains abbreviated tables 
showing numbers, age groups and rates.

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AUSTRALIAN NATIONAL ACCOUNTS—NATIONAL INCOME AND 
EXPENDITURE (7./) 


Annual detailed presentation of national accounts. Divided into three parts: (i) The 
Concepts and Structure of the Australian National Accounts; (ii) Tables—Accounts and 
Summary, National Product and Income, Enterprises, Personal, Public Authorities, Over- 
seas, Capital, State tables; (iii) Definitions and the Description of Items—-plus Appendixes: 
A. Classification of Industries, 1966 Population Census; B. Estimates at Constant Prices: 
Notes on Sources and Methods; C. Historical series 1948-49 to 1970-71; and D. Inter- 
national comparisons of National Accounts Aggregates. Majority of tables from 1959-60 
to latest year. 

PUBLIC AUTHORITY FINANCE: COMMONWEALTH AUTHORITIES (5.12)* 


Detailed bulletin covering operations of Commonwealth Public Account (Consolidated 
Revenue, Loan and Trust Funds) and transactions of all Commonwealth authorities which 
accompanies presentation of each Commonwealih Budget. Contains also some tables on 
government securities on issue, note issue and coinage, banking, Commonwealth income 
tax assessment (but see other Finance bulletins), age, invalid, etc., pensions, etc. Mostly 
five-year runs in tables. 


PUBLIC AUTHORITY FINANCE (5.33)7 


Annual bulletin presenting in a national accounting form the transactions of all Com- 
monwealth authorities (see also Public Authority Finance: Commonwealth Authorities— 
5.12) and all public authorities in each State. Tables are included to show receipts and 
outlay, current and capital outlay classified by function, revenue, working expenses and 
gross operating surplus of public enterprises classified by function and taxation collections. 
These details are shown for Commonwealth authorities, for each State separately, and for 
all public authorities on a consolidated basis. 


COMMONWEALTH TAXATION ASSESSMENTS (5.29) 


Annual detailed bulletin of statistics relating to incomes, estates, gifts, and wholesale 
sales compiled from returns submitted under the several Commonwealth tax assessment 
Acts. Income tax statistics are shown separately for individuals, partnerships and trusts, 
and companies, and details are provided in each issue of basic items such as numbers of 
taxpayers, actual] and taxable income, tax assessed, numbers of dependants, a variety of 
concessional deductions and total deductions, and intermittently of other items on the 
income tax returns. Cross-classifications are by sex, grade of income, industry, and office 
of assessment. Additional statistics for companies relate to dividends, trading stock, 
depreciation allowed, depreciable assets purchased. Estate duty statistics relate to numbers 
of dutiable estates assessed, gross and net values, debts, deductions, statutory exemption, 
rebates, and duty payable. Cross-classifications are by grade of net value of estate, age 
group and sex of deceased, office of assessment, and location of assets. Gift duty statistics 
relate to numbers of assessments, returned and assessed values, and duty assessed, by grade 
of value of gift and office of assessment. Sales tax statistics relate to net sales of taxable 
and exempt goods and tax payable, by rate of tax, months and States. In general, five or 
ten years in tables showing runs of years. 


STATE, TERRITORY AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT AUTHORITIES’ FINANCE AND 
GOVERNMENT SECURITIES (5.//) 


This bulletin has been discontinued. The final issue was No. 6, 1967-68. The series is 
continued in part in 5.33 Public Authority Finance}, and 5.36 Local and Semi-government 
Authorities: Debt}. 


BANKING AND CURRENCY (5.1) 

Annual detailed bulletin covering operations of Reserve Bank of Australia, Common- 
wealth Development Bank of Australia, trading banks and savings banks; the Australian 
note issue and coinage, exchange (overseas) and interest rates (savings and other banks, 
etc.); gold and foreign exchange holdings; volume of money; bank liquidity. Details are

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provided of bank assets and liabilities, profits and dividends; ratios of selected assets and 
liabilities to total deposits; classifications of advances and deposits; debits to customers’ 
accounts, savings bank operative accounts and depositors’ balances, etc. Banking tables 
show detail for Major Trading Banks, other banks, aJl banks, and savings banks in ten- 
year series; some State detail and some monthly detail (latest year) are provided. Overseas 
exchange rates for ten-year financial and calendar year runs, also monthly for latest year. 


INSURANCE AND OTHER PRIVATE FINANCE (5.15) 

Annual detailed bulletin covering operations of life and general insurance companies; 
friendly societies; co-operative organisations; registered building societies; instalment 
credit for retail sales; finance companies; capital raisings by companies in Australia; overseas 
investment by private investors; and miscellaneous subjects: unit trusts, rural advances 
of pastoral finance companies, rural debt for specified lenders, short-term money market, 
Export Payments Insurance Corporation, lotteries, totalisator investments and investments 
with licensed bookmakers, finance for new dwellings loans approved by major lending 
institutions, and superannuation, pension and retiring allowance schemes—government, 
local government and semi-government, Parliamentary, Coal and Oil Shale Mine Workers’, 
| and private. Life insurance statistics relate to aggregated revenue and expenditure, profit 

and loss, premiums, claims, surrenders, etc., liabilities, assets, new, existing and discontinued 
policies—numbers and sums assured, new loans, etc., ordinary, industrial and superannuation 
business separately where possible; running tables of ten years; some State detail and some 
monthly detail (latest two years). General insurance statistics relate to aggregated premiums 
and claims for fire, marine and other forms of general insurance business; State detail for 
latest two years; five-year comparison for combined States. Friendly societies statistics show 
number of societies, branches, and members, details of receipts, expenditure and funds by 
i State, also seven-year comparison. Co-operative organisations statistics show numbers of 
i Societies, branches and members, gross turnover, other income, total purchases, other 
i expenditure, etc. for producers’ and consumers’ societies separately—tatest two years. 
i Registered building societies statistics relate to numbers of societies, shareholders and 
bi borrowers, loans granted, working expenses, liabilities and assets, by State and type of society 
: for latest six years. Instalment credit for retail sales statistics relate to amounts financed (by 
commodity group), collections and balances outstanding, by type of business (retail and 
non-retail finance business) and by type of credit (hire purchase and other instalment credit). 
i In general, tables show State details for ten years and latest eight quarters or twenty-four 
| months. Finance companies statistics relate to amounts financed, collections and other 
I liquidations, and balances outstanding, by type of agreement and by State. Tables show 
six complete years and twenty-four months of series. In addition, information is provided on 
H leasing, loans to related non-finance companies, bill of exchange transactions and an 

analysis, by commodity, of the amount financed by finance companies for instalment 

credit for retail sales. Capital raisings by companies in Australia statistics relate to number 
i and amount of issues commenced, cash raised, method and source of new money raised, 
industry groups, etc. for ‘listed’ and ‘unlisted’ companies, In general, tables show ten years 
| and eight quarters. Overseas investment by private investors statistics relate to annual 
inflow of private overseas investment in companies in Australia, investment income payable 
overseas by companies in Australia, income from direct investment payable overseas by 
companies in Australia, annual outflow of Australian investment in companies overseas, 
net annual flow of investment between Australia and overseas, total paid-up value of shares, 
debentures, etc. of Australian companies held by overseas companies or individuals, total 
paid-up value of shares, debentures, etc. of overseas companies held by Australian companies, 
etc. Cross-classifications are by type of company, domicile of overseas investor, category of 
investment, category of income, industry in which capital invested, etc., and tables in general 
show ten years. 


RURAL INDUSTRIES (/0.29) 

Annual detailed bulletin divided into sections: land settlement; agriculture; pastoral; 
dairying; poultry and bee farming; and miscellaneous, including rural holdings—numbers, 
area and utilisation by type of activity, employment, farm machinery; irrigated areas; 
artificial fertilisers; aerial agriculture; consumption of foodstuffs and beverages; indexes 
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of farm production, etc. In general, detail is shown for each State and internal Territory for 
the latest year, and ten-year comparisons for Australia. Long-term tables on major items 
are a feature of each section also. Agriculture statistics relate to area and yield of principal 
crops and production, exports and imports of principal products. Pastoral statistics relate 
to numbers of livestock, woo] production, livestock slaughtered, meat production, and 
exports and imports of principal products, Dairying, poultry and bee-farming statistics relate 
to numbers of dairy cattle, milk, butter, cheese, preserved milk products, eggs, chicken 
hatchings and poultry slaughterings, honey and bees-wax production, and exports and 
imports of principal products. A specimen collection schedule is included, also a series of 
graphs of selected items, and in Bulletin No. 1, 1962-63 maps showing the distribution of 
sheep, cattle and pigs, and barley, oats and wheat acreages throughout Australia. 


NON-RURAL PRIMARY INDUSTRIES (10.23) 


Annual detailed bulletin covering minerals, forestry and fisheries. Minerals statistics 
relate to the quantities and value of particular minerals produced, grouped in the four broad 
classes—metallic minerals, fuel minerals, non-metallic (excluding fuel) minerals, and con- 
struction materials; smelter and refinery production of metals; exports and imports of 
principal minerals and mineral products; prices of coal and refined metals; and mining and 
quarrying operations—numbers of mines, employment, values of salaries and wages paid, 
power, fuel and light, and materials and stores used, output and production, additions and 
replacements to fixed assets, and number of mining accidents. In general, detail is shown for 
each State and the Northern Territory for the latest year and five- or six-year comparisons 
for Australia. Long-term tables for gold and coal production are provided also. A specimen 
collection schedule is included, also graphs of mine production of principal metals and coal. 
In addition, there are details of overseas participation in the Australian mining industry, 
giving an indication of the extent of overseas ownership and control of the industry in terms 
of the operations of mining establishments, and statistics of mineral exploration (including 
petroleum exploration) showing private and government expenditure, source of funds, 
man-weeks worked, wells and footage drilled, etc.* Forestry statistics relate to forest areas, 
reservations and plantations, employment in Forestry Departments, production of forest 
products, and exports and imports of forest products. Detail is shown for each State and 
Territory for the latest year, and five-year comparisons for Australia. Fisheries statistics 
relate to the quantity and value of take of fisheries, production of fish by type and species, 
production of crustaceans, molluscs, pearl-shell and trochus-shell, whaling operations, 
boats and equipment in use in fisheries, and exports and imports of fishing and whaling 
products. Detail is shown for each State and the Northern Territory for the latest year, and 
ten-year comparisons for Australia. 


VALUE OF PRODUCTION (/0.26)t 


Annual detailed bulletin showing gross, local and net values of recorded production of 
the rural industries—agriculture, pastoral, dairying, poultry, and bee-farming, and the 


» non-rural industries—trapping, forestry, fishing and whaling, and mining and quarrying, by 


State and Territory for the latest year, and gross values by State for ten years; net values of 
each primary industry and factories by State for twenty years; gross and local values of 
major crops, items of pastoral, dairying, etc., production by State and Territory for the 
latest year, and ten-year comparisons of gross values for Australia (including average unit 
values); and farm production price indexes for Australia from 1911-12. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY (J2.13)+ 


Detailed annual bulletin covering factory operations. Statistics relate to number of 
factories, employment, values of salaries and wages, power, fuel, etc., and materials used, 
output and production, factory stocks, land and buildings, plant, and machinery, and horse- 
power of engines installed. Details are shown by class or sub-class of industry—State detail 
for classes. Comparative tables of five or ten years for Australia; also long-term comparisons 
for Australia.

funds, wells and footage drilled) only.

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MANUFACTURING COMMODITIES (12.1/1)} 

Detailed annual bulletin showing the quantities and values of the articles produced and 
principal materials used in factories, together with commodity code numbers. Contains 
four tables—the first showing quantities and values of principal articles produced, by State, 
for the latest year; the second showing quantities and values of principal articles produced 
in Australia for the latest five years; the third, a long-term table, showing the quantities 
of certain major items produced in factories in Australia; and the fourth showing 
quantities and values of principal materials used, by industry, for the latest three years. 


BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION (3./) 

Annual detailed bulletin showing numbers (new houses and flats only) and values of 
approvals, total, private and government, by State and Territory for latest eleven years; 
numbers of new houses and flats (separately) commenced, completed and under construction; 
values of new houses and flats, other new buildings and total new buildings commenced, 
completed and under construction; value of work done during period on new buildings; 
value of work yet to be done on new buildings under construction; numbers of persons 
working on jobs carried out by builders of new buildings; and construction industry— 
principal national income aggregates. Cross-classifications of numbers and values of new 
buildings are given by ownership (private or government), type of builder, type of building, 
material of outer walls (houses). In general, eleven-year comparisons for States and Terri- 
tories are given, also long-term tables in quarters for numbers and values of new houses and 
flats and values of other new buildings and total new buildings commenced, completed and 
under construction. 


OVERSEAS TRADE (8.11) 

Annual detailed bulletin in two major divisions—the first division comprising detailed 
tables of exports (including re-exports) and imports showing the quantities and yalues of 
individual commodity items exported and imported by country of consignment or country 
of origin, for latest year; the second division comprising comprehensive comparative tables 
for series of years of exports from and imports to Australia by various levels of classification 
according to the Australian Export and Import Commodity Classifications and by country, 
etc.; particulars of stores loaded; customs and excise collections, etc. Contains also an index 
to articles of trade. 


AUSTRALIAN EXPORTS (8.4) 

Annual detailed bulletin of Australia’s exports for latest year, by country of consignment 
showing Australian produce and total exports separately, quantity, value and description for 
individual commodities. Contains also five-year tables showing total values by country and 
a summary of exports by divisions of the Australian Export Commodity Classification. 


AUSTRALIAN IMPORTS (8.19) 

Annual detailed bulletin of Australia’s imports for latest year by country of origin 
showing quantity, value and description for individual commodities, Contains also five-year 
tables showing total values by country and a summary of imports by divisions of the Aus- 
tralian Import Commodity Classification. 


IMPORTS CLEARED FOR HOME CONSUMPTION (8.7) 

Annual detailed bulletin (issued in two parts) of Australia’s imports cleared from ships’ 
sides and from bonded warehouses, showing quantities and values of goods and duty 
collected, classified according to the items incorporated in the Schedules to the Customs 
Tariff, by country of origin and rate of duty, for latest year. Each part contains also a 
section showing the descriptions of tariff items and statistical key codes operative during 
the year, a list of countries for which trade was recorded and an explanatory appendix 
relating to rates of duty.

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TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATION (/4. 11) 

Detailed annual bulletin divided into sections: government railways; tramway, trolley- 
bus and omnibus services; ferry (passenger) services; motor vehicles; road traffic accidents 
involving casualties; civil aviation; shipping; posts, telephones and telegraphs, radio- 
communication, broadcasting and television; and miscellaneous. Government railway statistics 
telate to the traffic and financial operations of the railway system of each State and the 
Commonwealth Government. Tramway, etc. statistics relate to the traffic and financial 
operations of government and municipal and private operators. Ferry statistics relate 
to the operations of services in New South Wales, Western Australia and Tasmania. 
Motor Vehicle statistics relate to the numbers of vehicles of various types on register, the 
numbers of new vehicles registered, by make and type, the numbers of drivers’ and riders’ 
licences, and taxes on ownership and operation of motor vehicles. Two articles, one dealing 
with fees applicable for the registration of motor vehicles in Australia and the other giving 
information on drivers’ and riders’ licences, are also included in this section. Road traffic 
accident statistics relate to the number of accidents involving casualties, the number of 
persons killed and injured, with cross-classifications by nature of accident, feature of roadway, 
class of vehicle, and age-group, sex and type of road user involved. Civil aviation statistics 
telate to the operations of regular internal and overseas services, the number of aircraft (by 
type), aircraft owners, aerodromes, aircrew, etc., licences, accidents, international traffic and 
internal traffic at the various airports. Posts, telephones and telegraphs statistics relate to the 
financial operations of the Postmaster-General’s Department, number of post-offices, etc., 
articles of mail handled, money-orders, postal-orders, telegrams, telephones and telephone 
calls, mileages of cables, etc. Radio-communication, etc. statistics relate to particulars of 
national and commercial broadcasting and television stations, licences in force, revenue 
received, etc. Shipping statistics relate to the numbers and net tonnages of overseas, interstate 
and intrastate shipping entered and cleared at Australian ports, the quantities of overseas 
and interstate cargo discharged and shipped, the quantities of overseas cargo classified by 
countries of loading and discharge and by type of shipping service, the numbers and net 
tonnages of vessels on Australian registers, the numbers of shipping casualties, and overseas 
and interstate freight rates. Miscellaneous statistics relate to distances between capital 
cities and from Australian ports to overseas ports, depths of water at main ports, and lengths 
of roads. In general, statistics in this bulletin are provided by State and Territory or system 
(railway, etc.), with ten-year comparisons. 


LABOUR REPORT (6.7) 

Detailed report covering retail prices and price indexes; wholesale prices and price 
indexes; wages and hours; employment and unemployment (including industrial disputes); 
and labour organisations. Contains descriptive text and tables, a special feature being its 
summaries of national wage cases, annual leave, etc. inquiries. Retail prices and price 
indexes statistics relate to the Consumer Price Index and other retail price indexes. 
Wholesale Prices and Price Indexes statistics relate to the Wholesale Price Index of Materials 
used in Building other than House Building, the Wholesale Price Index of Materials used 
in House Building, and the Wholesale Price Index of Electrical Installation Materials. 
Wages and hours statistics relate to Arbitration and Wages Boards Acts and associated 
legislation, incidence of industrial awards, determinations and agreements, rates of wage 
and hours of work, average weekly earnings, surveys of wage rates and earnings, determina- 
tion of wage rates in Australia (basic wages, margins, work value inquiries, total wages, 
minimum wage, equal pay), annual leave, long service leave, and child endowment. 
Employment and Unemployment statistics relate to population censuses, the population 
survey, including surveys of the work force, multiple jobholding, school leavers, etc., 
wage and salary earners, the Commonwealth Employment Service, Commonwealth un- 
employment, sickness and special benefits, industrial disputes, and workers’ compensation 
legislation (conspectus). Labour organisations statistics relate to trade unions, organisations 
registered under Commonwealth and State industrial legislation, central labour organis- 
ations, and International Labour Organisation. The report contains an appendix with tables 
relating to monthly average retail prices of food and grocery items in capital cities; wage

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and salary earners in employment (monthly)*; weighted average minimum wage rates*; 
average weekly earnings*; minimum rates of pay for main occupations in each State, by 
industry; Commonwealth and State basic wage and minimum wage rates*; general in- 
creases in annual total wages; industrial disputes*; number and membership of trade 
unions. * 


BALANCE OF PAYMENTS (8.1) 


A half-yearly mimeographed bulletin showing particulars of the Australian balance of 
payments on current and capital account and by major groups of countries for current 
account; indexes of imports and exports and terms of trade; international reserves; I.M.F. 
position; with descriptive text and notes. The financial year issue also shows details of 
capital account by region; values of principal imports and exports; capital transactions 
with international financial agencies; public authority debt domiciled in Australia and 
overseas; overseas investment (see also 5.20 below). The issue for the first half of the financial 
year has a range of three half-years and two years, and the financial year issue shows five 
years. Both issues also contain historical series for items of the balance of payments going 
back to 1945-46; in addition, the financial year issue shows selected items of the balance 
of payments in relation to Gross National Product over the last twenty years. 


OVERSEAS INVESTMENT (5.20) 


An annual mimeographed bulletin showing the inflow of investment into Australia and 
income payable overseas on investment in Australia; and the outflow of investment by 
Australia in overseas countries and income receivable from Australian investment overseas. 
This information is classified by category of investment and type of company, by country 
of residence of overseas investors and by industry (inflow of investment only). The bulletin 
also shows supplementary information on the level of the paid up value of holdings of 
shares and other securities, the value of intercompany accounts, branch liabilities to head 
office and the level of overseas holdings of Australian public authority securities. Details 
of the capital structure of Australian subsidiaries of overseas companies are also shown. 
Most tables contain details for the latest ten financial years. Details for previous years can 
be obtained from earlier bulletins, 


FOOD PRODUCTION AND THE APPARENT CONSUMPTION OF FOODSTUFFS 
AND NUTRIENTS (0.10) 


A mimeographed bulletin containing a general review for Australia of the supply, exports 
and apparent consumption of the main basic foodstuffs; particulars of the level of nutrient 
intake and estimated supply of nutrients; separate particulars of the supply, distribution and 
apparent consumption of about eighty foodstuff commodities—totals and per capita figures; 
details of supply (stocks, production, imports) and utilisation (exports, processing etc., 
consumption) of particular commodities; and a ten-year table of per capita consumption. 
Other tables in general show averages for the three years ended 1938-39, 1948-49 and 1958-59 
compared with the latest three individual years. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES (12. 12)¢ 


A series of thirty-five annual mimeographed bulletins, each bulletin relating to a particular 
industry or group of industries of special importance because of the employment provided 
for labour or capital or for other features of special interest. They contain statistics on numbers 
of factories and persons employed; value of salaries and wages, power, fuel, materials, etc., 
used, production, output, land, buildings, plant, and machinery; and horse-power of 
engines—by State for the latest year, and for Australia for five years. Details of materials 
used in the factories concerned and of the Australian production of the commodities produced 
and of the imports and exports of relevant commodities are also given.

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SOCIAL STATISTICS (/3. 1-13.14) 

A group of mimeographed bulletins dealing separately with divorce, schools, universities, 
colleges of advanced education and teacher education. Divorce statistics relate to petitions 
filed and decrees granted. Cross-classifications of dissolution of marriage are given according 
to ages of parties at marriage and dissolution, marital status at marriage, duration of marriage, 
and number of children, ages of children, and number of times parties have been divorced. 
School statistics relate to numbers of schools, teachers, and pupils. Schools are classified 
according to category (government and non-government, and non-government according 
to denomination) and size (pupils); teachers (full-time and part-time) according to sex and 
category of school; pupils according to sex, grade and age and category of school. University 
statistics relate to: 


(i) Students and degrees conferred—students are classified by university; by total and 
first enrolment; by level of course; by attendance as full-time, part-time, external, 
and staff; by course, type of assistance, and home and term residence; and by sex 
and age. Degrees, diplomas and certificates conferred or granted are shown 
according to university, degree, etc., whether honours or pass bachelor degree, 
and sex. 

(ii) Staff and libraries—staff are classified by university; by recognised and occupied 
positions; full-time and part-time; teaching, research, etc., and by designation of 
staff, faculty, department, etc. Library statistics comprise numbers of: full-time 
and part-time staff and nature of duties; volumes and pamphiets; accessions during 
year. 

(iii) Finance—finance contains details of sources of income, categories of expenditure, 
and Commonwealth assistance for each university. 


Colleges of advanced education statistics relate to students and teaching staff. Students 
are classified by State; by total and first enrolments; by field of study; by age; by sex; and 
by attendance as full-time, part-time, and external. Students who completed advanced level 
courses the previous year are classified by State and course. Teaching staff are classified by 
subject field and by State. Teacher education statistics cover number of institutions (govern- 
ment, non-government and kindergarten); students (departmental and private) by level of 
teaching (kindergarten, primary, secondary), and by length of course (two-year, three- 
year, etc.). Departmental trainees are also classified by place of enrolment (at teacher college, 
at university, etc.). 


1966* CENSUS OF POPULATION AND HOUSING 
PUBLICATIONS 


These comprise a series of Volumes, each containing a number of Parts as set out below, 
which are being published progressively. Issues will be announced in the monthly statement 
of publications issued by the Bureau and in future issues of this publication. 


Details of the Volume Parts issued to date, together with a list of the mimeographed 
statements (all of which have been issued), are shown on pages 27~9. 


Volume 1. Parts 1-11. Each Part contains tables showing one individual characteristic for 
Australia as a whole together with some details for States and Territories (e.g. Part 1— 
Ages of the Population, Australia). The tables also show particulars by sections of State 
(metropolitan, other urban and rural), comparisons with earlier censuses, and percentage 
distributions, etc. 


Volume 2. Parts 1-5. Each Part contains data relating to one of the following topics: 
Part 1—Growth and Distribution of the Population; Part 2—Demographic Data; Part 
3—The Overseas Born Population; Part 4—The Work Force; Part 5—Families and House- 
holds.

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Volume 3.—Housing. 


Volume 4. Parts 1-7. Each Part relates to a particular State (New South Wales (1)— 
Northern Territory and Australian Capital Territory (7), and contains particulars of the 
characteristics of the population (males and females) and dwellings enumerated at the 
census, for local government areas (city, town, shire, etc.), urban centres and rural localities 
of 500 persons or more. The characteristics are, for population, age, marital status, birth- 
place, nationality, period of residence, education, religion, occupational status, industry, 
occupation, and, for dwellings, class, number of rooms and number of inmates. 


Volume 5. Parts 1-8. Each Part shows the number of dwellings and population in localities 
in the States (Parts 1-6), in the Northern Territory and the Australian Capital Territory 
(Part 7), and in Australia (Part 8). Part 8 shows all localities which appear in Parts 1-7 in 
alphabetical order. 


The census series is completed by the Australian Life Tables (see also Demography— 
reference No. 4.9) prepared by the Commonwealth Actuary. 


1971 CENSUS OF POPULATION AND HOUSING PUBLICATIONS 

These comprise a series of mimeographed statements which are being issued progressively. 
Issues will be announced in the monthly statement of publications issued by this Bureau 
and in future issues of this publication. 


OTHER PUBLICATIONS 


CENSUS OF RETAIL ESTABLISHMENTS AND OTHER SERVICES (1961-62) 
PUBLICATIONS (11. J-11.3)* 


These comprise a series of Bulletins 1-9, No. 1 relating to Australia, Nos 2-7 relating 
to the States of New South Wales-Tasmania, and Nos 8 and 9 to the Australian Capital 
Territory and Northern Territory respectively. The statistics contained relate to numbers 
of establishments, value of retail sales of goods, value of stocks, and persons employed, 
for the census year. Classifications are by commodity group, type of business, retail sales 
size, type of organisation, and category of employment. Comparisons with the previous 
census are included. State Bulletins contain dissections by statistical retail area and 
statistical division, and maps of the inner capital city area, the metropolitan area and the 
State, showing local government areas, statistical retail areas and statistical divisions. The 
Australian Bulletin contains information for the individual States and Territories, the 
State metropolitan areas, and Australia as a whole. 


CENSUS OF RETAIL ESTABLISHMENTS AND SELECTED SERVICE ESTAB- 
LISHMENTS (1968-69) PRELIMINARY BULLETINS (J! .8-11.16)* 


Separate bulletins for Australia (11.8), each of the six States (11.9-11.14) and the 
Northern Territory and the Australian Capital Territory (11.15, 11.16) have been published. 
The State and Territory bulletins contain preliminary census results relating to numbers of 
establishments, person employed, wages and salaries, sales, stocks, purchases and value for 
broad industry groups of the Australian Standard Industry Classification (ASIC). Commodity 
data for the States and Territories, and details of number of establishments, persons employed 
and value of sales for Statistical Divisions and local government areas, are also included. 
The Australian bulletin provides commodity data for each of the States and Territories, as 
well as summary data for Australia as a whole for the broad industry groups. 


Further bulletins containing final census results are to be published in due course.

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CENSUS OF WHOLESALE ESTABLISHMENTS 1968-69, PRELIMINARY 
BULLETINS (11 .52-11.60)* 


Separate bulletins for Australia (11.52), each of the six States (11.53-11.58) and the 
Northern Territory and the Australian Capital Territory (11.59, 11.60) have been published. 
The State and Territory bulletins contain preliminary census results relating to number of 
establishments, wages and salaries, persons employed, sales, stocks, purchases and value 
added for broad categories of wholesaler. Some commodity data for the States and Terri- 
tories, and details of number of establishments, persons employed and wages and salaries 
for most Statistical Divisions and a large number of local government areas, are also included. 
The Australian bulletin provides commodity data for each of the States and Territories and 
for Australia, as well as summary data for Australia as a whole for the broad wholesaler 
categories. 

Further bulletins containing final census results are to be published in due course. 


CENSUS OF MOTOR VEHICLES (1962) PUBLICATIONS (14.5) 


These comprise a series of Bulletins 1-9, Nos 1-6 (New South Wales-Tasmania), 7 and 8 
(Northern Territory and Australian Capital Territory), and 9 (Australia). The statistics 
contained relate to the numbers of motor vehicles on register at census date. Classifications 
are by make and type of vehicle, year of model, horse-power, tare weight, carrying capacity, 
aggregate weight, passenger capacity (omnibuses), location (address on registration certi- 
ficate), and ownership (private, Commonwealth Government, State Government, local 
government or semi-government). Some comparisons with the previous census are shown. 


CENSUS OF MOTOR VEHICLES (1971) PUBLICATIONS (/4.5) 


These comprise a series of bulletins which contain details of the number of motor vehicles, 
tractors, plant and equipment, trailers and caravans on register in each State, the Northern 
Territory, the Australian Capital Territory and Australia at 30 September 1971. 

In general, motor vehicles have been classified according to type of vehicle, make, 
horsepower, year of model, tare weight, carrying capacity and aggregate weight.

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Publications listed on pages 17-30 comprise all Central Office current and recent publica- 
tions. They are grouped into General Publications and Other Publications, and a separate 
group of Population Census Publications is included. 


General Publications contains statistics on all major topics. They contain statistics on a 
wide variety of subjects. 


Other Publications comprise reports, bulletins, statements, surveys, etc., which deal 
mainly with particular fields or subjects, and are listed alphabetically according to topic. 
They are of three kinds: 

(@ publications (mainly annual) containing detailed tables of the main statistics collected 
which constitute the Bureau’s permanent detailed printed records; 

(ii) supplementary publications in mimeographed form (triennial, annual, half-yearly, 
quarterly, and monthly) which advance the statistics contained in (i), provide 
further detail, or issue new statistics; 

ii) preliminary reports of special surveys or censuses, such as the Population, Retail 
and Wholesale Trade and Motor Vehicle Censuses in mimeographed form. 


Population Census Publications have been issued in respect of each Commonwealth 
Census taken from 1911 to 1971, namely 1911, 1921, 1933, 1947, 1954, 1961, 1966 and 1971. 
Preliminary figures from the 1971 Census are currently being issued in mimeographed form. 
The issue of preliminary figures from the 1966 Census in mimeographed form is complete 
(see page 27 for list), and the volumes containing the final figures are currently being issued 
(see page 28). A summarised list of the 1961 Census Volumes is shown on page 27, and 
details of publications for earlier Censuses are available on request. 

Publications of the Census of Retail Establishments and Selected Service Establishments, 
the Census of Wholesale Establishments, and the Census of Motor Vehicles are listed respec- 
tively under the headings of Retail Trade, Wholesale Trade, and Transport and Communi- 
cation.

ECONOMIC CENSUSES, 1968-69 


In respect of the year 1968-69, the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics 
conducted a programme of fully integrated economic censuses covering manufacturing and 
mining industries, and retail and wholesale trade. 

The integrated economic censuses have been a major undertaking involving the develop- 
ment of new concepts, definitions and procedures. Inevitably there has been a considerable 
delay in finalising the results of the censuses and to date preliminary results have been issued 
for mining establishments (10.48) (commodity data have also been issued in Mineral Pro- 
duction (10.51)), retail establishments and selected service establishments (11 .8-16) (see also 
page 12), wholesale establishments (11.5260) (see also page 13), and manufacturing estab- 
lishments and electricity and gas establishments (12.22) (commodity data have also been 
issued in Principal Manufacturing Commodities, Preliminary Statement (12 .7)).
